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DETAILED ACTION 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 

1 . 2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection. The examiner 
cannot find support in the specification for the newly added limitation reciting 
"essentially no turbidity". 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. How much turbidity is "essentially no turbidity"? 
Turbidity is a measurable property. Without guidance regarding how much turbidity can 
be tolerated, the metes and bounds of the claims cannot be determined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

7. Claims 1-8 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
02/44314 for the reasons of record in the previous office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 
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3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

10. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

11. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
02/44314. The reference discloses aqueous liquid multi-phase detergent compositions 
comprising a detergent and at least two phases, which can be shaken to form a 
temporary emulsion, suspension or dispersion, and which contains at least one 
bleaching agent (abstract). The compositions may be used for hard surfaces or for 
textiles. The examiner takes the position that sanitizing will follow inherently from 
contact with bleach. The reference does not disclose the amount of time necessary for a 
composition to reform two non-turbid layers after shaking. However, it would have been 
obvious at the time that the invention was made to make such a composition because 
all of the recited compositional limitations can be met by working within the teachings of 
the reference, and a very minor amount of shaking would bring about only a very small 
amount of turbidity. 
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Response to Arguments 

12. Applicant's affidavit has been carefully reviewed by the examiner in consultation 
with a Technology Center Quality Assurance Specialist, but it is not sufficient to 
overcome the 102 rejection because it is not commensurate in scope with the claims. 
Specifically, how much shaking constitutes "shaken"? The examples in the affidavit 
were homogenized, but the claims do not require this. "Shaken" reads on anything from 
mild swirling to the homogenization performed by applicants. The examiner takes the 
position that, upon being mildly swirled or lightly shaken, the prior art composition would 
have returned to its original state of two clear phases well within the recited six hours.
